Sen. David F. Durenberger' (R- 
Minn.). chairman ot the Select - 
Committee on Intelligence, de- 
nounced the declassification move 

as an “outrageous" ninv bv ihe 
White House to increase support in 
C ongress for new financial aid to ~ 
re bels fighting the leftist Sandinista 
go vernment of Nicaragua . 


"The administration clearly in- 
tends to use that document, ah al- 
leged plan by the SandinisUs. to 
lobby Congress, to portray cyery 
senator and congressman who votes 
against lethal aid as a stooge of 
communism,” Durenberger sakiin a 
statement. 

Durenberger has said he opposes 
military aid to the counterrevolu- 
tionaries, also known as contras. 
President Reagan is expected, to 
a sk Congress next week for .$70 
million in covert military aid an5 
$30 million in nonlethal humanitar - 
ian aid for the rebels, who, .have 
b een fighting since 1981 to ^over - 
throw tne Sandinistaa. rmr»

Jerry german of the American 
Civil Liberties Union said thfe de- 
cision to make the document public 
"is an effort to discredit pebpte who 
oppose the administration policy in 
Central America.” He said hUs "a 
standard tactic that goes baek to 
the McCarthy era but with a-'new 
guise, calling it disinformation in- 
stead of subversion or fellow- 
traveling.” 
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
